VESSELS SEN^' TO 
RESCUE SURVING 
PEOPLE ARE SUNK 


London, April 5—The Belgimn steamer Trevler from New York, 
with Belgian relief supplies was torpedoed without warning on Wed- 
nesday. 


News of the torpedoing of the Trevier fcame in a Renter dispatch 
from Ymuiden. The torpedoing by a German submarine, the message 
adds, occurred off Schevengen, Holland. Twenty-four members of the 
crew, of whom eight were wounded, have been brought to Ymuiden. 


While the boats of the Trevier were bfeing lowered the submarine 
fired on them, severely wounding the captain, the mate, the engineer, 
a donkeyman and a cook. 


The Trevier sailed from New York on March 5 for Rotterdam and 
was reported arriving at Halifax enroute on March 8. She was a ves- 
sel of 3,001 tons gross. 


Six hospital ships have been torpedoed or mined by the central 
powers since the beginning of the war, Thomas J, MacNamara, finan- 
cial secretary of the admiralty stated in the house of commons today. 


In consequence, he added, 247 lives had been lost and 73 persons 
injured.

New York, April "5.—The Belgian relief ship Festein has been 
sunk in the North sea while approaching Rotterdam, according to a 
cablegram received here today by the Belgian relief commission. It 
is believed she struck a mine. 


The commission had received no 
word from the London headqnar- 
tei's which sent the message about 
the Festein, regarding the torpe- 
doing of the Trevier'. Both vessels 
carried. crews made up mostly of 
Belgians and Hollanders, and it is 
believed no Americans were on 
either vessel. 


The cablegram did not state 
where or when the Festein was 
sunk or whether any lives were 
lost. The assumption she was 
mined was ba^ed on the fact that all 
other commission 
vessels 
lost near 
Rotterdam met disaster In that way. 
It was believed if she had been tor- 
pedoed. the fact 
would 
hax»« been 
mentioned. 


Both the Festein and the 
Trevier 
carried solid cargoes of wheat for peo- 
ple starving In Belgium and northern 
France. 
The Festein, 
a 
Norwegian 
ves.sel, left Philadelphia February 28 
and put in Halifax leaving, that port 
on March 10. 
Her cargo was valued 
at $354,194. 
The ship was of 2,991 
tons gross. 


The,-Trevier of .1,001 tons gross left 
New York March 5 and also put in 
Halifax. 
Her cargo wa.s worth $.'Î15,- 
951.

WAR RESOLUTION 
PASSED BY O A T E 


Washington, April 5.—The reso- 
lution declaring a state of war to 
exist between Germany and the 
United States was pa.ssed last 
night in the senate by a vote of 
82 to 6. Three republicans and 
three democrats voted against the 
measure. 


Passage of the resolution in the 
'senate was marked by scenes of 
unusual gravity and quiet. There 
had been more than twelve hours 
of continuous debate featured by 
a three hour speech by Senator La- 
Follette denouncing war and de- 
fending pacifist efforts to prevent 
it and Senator Williams' retort 
that Mr. LaFollette's speech was 
more worthy 
of the German 
chancellor, von Bethmann-Holl- 
weg, than an American senator. 
Mr. Williams also characterized 
Mr. LaFollette's speech as "pro- 
German, pro-Goth, 
pro-Vandal, 
anti,president, 
anti-congressional 
and anti-American.'' 


Even after adoption of the reso- 


lution there was no demonstration 
from either senators or from the 
throng of spectators among whom 
were members of the house, dip- 
lomats, 
and 
government 
officials. 
Within a few minutes after the vote 
was announced, the senate adjourned 
and senators and spectators filed out 
silently with grave faces. 


Three of Each Party. 


IJJiree. democrats, 
Senators 
Lane, 
Stone and Vardaman, atid three re- 
publican senators, LaFollette, Gonna 
and Norrls, cast the negative votes. 
They were among the group of twelve 
whom President Wilson characterized 
"wilful men" in connection with the 
defeat of the armed neutrality bill by 
filibuster 
at the laat session. 
Senators 
Cummins, Kenyon and Kirby also were 
amon gthe twelve who voted for the 
war resolution. 
The remaining three, 
Senators, O'Oorman, Clapp and Works, 
have since retired to private life. The 
resolution aa adopted by the senate 
formally declares the existence of a 
state of war and directs, the president 
"to employ the naval 
and 
military 
forces of the United States and the 
resources of the government to carry 
on war.

country and its people," Repveser.ta- 
tive Flood said in opening. 
"Our ships 
are being sunk. 
Our non-cornbatant 
cititens, including men, women 
and 
children, 
are 
being 
murdered,-

merchantmen are deu'cd the rreGdo7n 
of the seas. 
There is no choice as to 
our course. 
We are compelled by the 
acts of the German government to e?a- 
ter into this most colossal war. 


"The time for argument has passed: 
the time for heroic action is here and 
our people will i-ally to the .support of 
their government in this high and pa- 
triotic hour and meet war's sacrifices 
and war's peril« as a brave and pa- 
triotic people should. 


"We should take our stand by the 
side of the allied nations whi<*h have 
been 
fighting 
humanity's battles ior 
two and one half years, 
determined 
that our people shall be so employed 
that complete victory shall crown their 
efforts and that Prussian 
militarism 
shall be crushed and the world shall 
be delivered from the threat and dan- 
ger of the Hohenzollern dynasty." 


Défiés Political Threats. 


Representative Siegel, New York re- 
publican favoring the resolution, said 
he could not disregard the fact that 
"though we cry peace, Germany an- 
swers by warring against us." 


"During this week," he said, "in- 
timations have come to me that po- 
litical expediency required me to cast 
my vote against this resolution and the 
contrary action on my part would mean 
a general effort from now on to end 
my congressional careei-. 
I would be 
unworthy of American citizenship were 
I to be deterred from acting by such 
warnings I say to my colleagues who 
are now hesitating that the people will 
know whether they are for this great 
land of freedom and religious liberty or 
whether they are going to be guided 
simply by the selfish question whether 
they will obtain more votes in 1918 
by gtanding on the side of our top.

First Note of Opposition. 


First expressions of the opposition to

He 
said sixteen members had asked for 
time in which to speak against the reso- 
lution.

Denies Pacifism. 


Cooper also defended his vote for 
the 
McLemore 
resolution. 
"I 
was 
right then," he said, "and so were the 
144 other members who voted for it. 
It should have passed. 
Canada ooes 
not permit its women to 
travel 
on 
armed ships and neither should 
we. 
Every pacifist in the country knows I 
a m not a pacifist in the sense in which 
the word is used. 
Does it mean be- 
cause I do not want to go to war with 
a nation 4,000 miles 
away, 
because 
England and Germany have violated 
our rights, that I a m not an American? 
Mr. Cooper broke his eyeglasses and 
found trouble reading certain

A dozen members rushed for- 
ward and laid spectacles on the table 
in front of him. 


Cooper, turning to the chair, said: 
"Mr. Chairman I cannot surrender all 
of my time to trying on spectacles." 


A roar of laughter swept the house.

Anril 
5.—Gen. 
Ferdinand 
Foch. the hero of the battle of the 
Marne, has been detached from active 
service. 
A list of promotions issued 
today contains a brief announcement 
to this effect. It is not known whether 
General Foch has been assigned 
to 
some suecial or political mission 
or 
whether he has been definitely placed 
on the leserve through ill health and 
as having reached the age limit. 
He 
is succeeded as gereral of division by 
General 
Laboria, formerly 
chief 
of 
brigade. 


Another well known leader who has 
been withdrawn from active service 
is General of Division Eydoux, mili- 
tary governor of DunRirk and former 
head of a military mission which re- 
organized the Greek army in 1913. Five 
generaKs of brigade are retired, their 
places being taken by colonels 
who 
subjected themselves to distinguished 
service in recent operations and whck 
are given temporary rank of generals. 


General Lyautey, former minister of 
war, is reappointed resident 
general 
in Morocco, the post he held prior to 
joining the Briand 
ministry. 


The Matin says General Foch will 
remain on £he active list, but without 
command. 
His services will be at the 
disposal of the minister of war. 


A Brilliant Career. 


General Foch is 66 years old and has 
enjoyed a brilliant reputation as one 
of the foifemost 
strategists 
in 
the 
French army. 
He is a Basque by ori - 
gin and spent his early years in Metz. 
After the war of 1870 he went lo Parit> 
and devoted himself to preparing for 
the 
next 
struggle 
with 
Germany, 
which he confidently predicted would 
open with another lightninfr drive by 
tlie Germans against Paris. 


At the battle of the Marne, General 
Foch held the center of the Frertch 
line with 120,000 'm6n. 
He was op- 
posed by 200,000 Germans, including 
the famous Prussian guards. 
When 
both his wings were being, driven back, 
General Foch launched a terrific at- 
tack ag:vinst the German center, which 
waa completely successful and forced 
the entire German hne into a general 
retreat. 
Hurling his men through the 
gap Incautiously exposed by his retir- 
ing foe. General Foch delivered the 
decisive blow of the tremendous con- 
flict. 
Subsequently, he was given com- 
mand of a group of armies and pro- 
moted to grand officer of the Legion 
of Honor. 
King George of England 
conferred on him the Order of the 
Bath, first class.

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LaFolletle and His Followers.

ÜBite^d States Senator Robert Marion LaFollette, of Wisconsin, 
Itood in the chamber of the senate yesterday to denounce his conntry 
md Cffer a defense of the German government's acts of aggression 
îgainst the nation whose lawmaker he is. The general substance of 
liis opposition to American defense was expected and had been dis- 
counted. That he would choose to place himself as the apologist and 
defender of his country's enemies and to align himself with them was 
not to be expected. Senator LaFollette brings himself into the gaze 
of the nation as a man who under circumstances will bear watching. 
He is out of tune with the spirit of the people ; hostile to the measures 
that the country must take for the defense of its honor and assurance 
of its security. It is one thing to stand as the conscientious antagonist 
of war; another thing to stand as the partisan and defender of a gov- 
ernment against which we must wage war. The Wisconsin senator 
tak;^ an unqualified position of hostility to his own government and 
people. By that he must be estimated and judged. 


Let it be noted that of ninety-two senators who voted for the reso- 
lution declaring a state of war to exist between the United States and 
Germany, Robert M. LaFollette was one of a paltry half dozen that 
stood in opposition. So far, therefore, as the senate of the United 
States can be held to have spoken for the people of America, Senator 
LaFollette and the five men who joined him in their patriotic devotion 
to the nation and its government can be said to speak for a negligible 
minority. And, allowing for an element sparse in numbers and gov- 
erned by sentiments less American than German, and for the few in- 
çaùe peace-at-any-price pacifists, do they speak for any minority at 
all? They cannot set up and support any claim that they speak the 
«eátiménts of their own states. Senator Husting, LaFollette's col- 
league, voted for the resolution. Senator Williams, Vardaman's col- 
league, voted for the resolution. Senator Reed, Stone's colleague, 
voted for the resolution. 
Senator McCumber, Gronna's colleague, 
TOted for the resolution. Senator Hitchcock, Norris' colleague, voted 
for the resolution. The six states of Wisconsin, Mississippi, Missouri, 
Oregon, North Dakota and Nebraska, represented in the opposition 
to the-war declaration, were spoken for by division. LaFollette can- 
not assert greater claim to voice the spirit of Wisconsin than Senator 
Husting. Stone has no higher commission to speak for Missouri than 
Beed, Vardaman to speak for Mississippi than Williams, Lane to 
Speak for Oregon than Chamberlain, Gronna to speak for North Da- 
kota than McCumber, Norris to speak for Nebraska than Hitchcock. 


As President Wilson declared, following the death of the armed 
neutrality bill by filibuster in the senate during the closing hours of 
the last congress, the members of "this little group of wilful men"— 
lioV reduced by half—"represented no opinions but their own." It 
was the honor of Senator Hitchcock, who comes from the s ^ e Ne- 
braska that Norris comes, to deliver the opening statement to the 
senate on the war resolution and to urge it with the force and ferver 
of a great eloquence. It was the freely chosen duty of Senator Wil- 
liams, who comes from the same Mississippi that sends the unspeak- 
able Vardaman, to administer to the disloyalties of LaFollette's speech 
the itinging and accusing rebuke they merited. It is the great and 
patriotic part of Senator Chamberlain, who hails from Lane's own 
Oregon, not only to support the resolution, but to father the vast mea- 
sures that are to provide this nation at length with adequate and 
' ^r^er means of defense, not only in this emergency but aU emer- 
gencies. 


For whom stand they—these short sixes, these "wilful men" who 
.. represent their own opinions, let us credit them, though an ascription 
of worse motive might easily be provoked—and for whom do they 
tpeak in this hour of trial and danger? Other men in the senate are 
on principle oflposed to any war, but they have not attempted to set 
ibiBur private views and opinions above the honor and safety of their 
eoimtj^. LaFollette and his associates stand upon « iùd emiaence in

WHAT IS THE COIfSTITUTIOlf OF A STATE? 


(Copyright 1917 by John A. Lape.) 


If all the people of a state could' 
come together to conduct the common 
businew, to make laws, .execute lawa 
and interpret laws, there would ^e no 
need of a constitution, because the 
people would do the work of govern-r 
ment themselves. 
Since they eannot 
come tQgether, but must depend upon 
representatives, it is neces^ry that 
the people lay 
down 
the principal 
rules which are to guide their repre-r 
eentatives and to declare that certain 
things shall or shall not be done by 
then». 


The constitution is this declaration 
by the people. It controls legislatures, 
executives, courts, cities, towns, coun- 
ties and townships. It is the supreme 
law of the people made by themselves. 
It sets up the main parts of the ma- 
chinery of government and tells what 
legislatures, 
executives 
and 
courts 
may or may not do. Nothing can be 
done contrary to it by any official and 
when it defines a way to do anything 
that thing must be done in that way, 
because any act in violation of the 
constitution Is void. 


The constitution of a club or society 
is the simplest form of constitution. 
The members of the society either, 
by themselves or by specially chosen 
committees, draw up a constitution 
which maices the general form of or- 
ganization 
and 
government of the 
club. This is the supreme law of the 
club and cannot be changed except by 
the members of the club. 
Clubs also 
have a set of by-laws which are made 
and changed by the club or by its of- 
ficers from time to time. 


The constitution of the club cor- 
responds to the constitution of the 
state; the by-laws correspond to the 
acts of the legislature. 
The constitu- 
tion is made by the members of the 
club and in the case of the state by 
the members of the state—the people. 
The by-laws are made and changed 
by the officers of the club and in the 
case of the state by the legislature. 
The 
constitution 
is, thei-efore, 
the 
higher law. It may be made only by 
the people themselves acting through 
a ' specially appointed representative. 
It cannot be changed except by the 
special approval of the people. 
Hence 
it ought to be only that part of the 
law which 
is 
permanent 
and not 
changeable. 
That which is subject to 
frequent changes belongs to the by- 
laws— made by the 
legislature. A 
constitution should, therefore, be a 
short statement of principles which 
are reasonably permanent and not a 
mass of details which need frequent 
changes. 


The constitutions of the states set 
up a form 
of 
government for the 
state consisting of a legislative, exe- 
cutive and Judicial department, de- 
clare who has the right to vote and 
then set 
forth 
some of 
the things 
which cannot be done by officials. 
The people, jealous of their rights, 
fearing that officials might sometimes 
go wrong, declare that certain things 
may not be done. The people, for in- 
stance, will not tolerate interference 
with religious freedom; they will not 
permit a man's house to be searched 


without a warrant; or permit a man's 
life, liberty or property to bev taken 
except by fair trial and Judgnient. 


To guide their representatives th® 
people declare in the constitution that 
certain things may be done and put 
the duty upon legislatures to pass cer- 
tain laws. 


In effect the constitution Is a grant 
of power from the people to the gov- 
ernment. 
All political power in this 
country rests in^ the people and they 
delegate in the constitution that part 
of their power which they are willing 
to trust to their officials. 


The constitution as we know It, or- 
iginated in this country in the time of 
the revolution. In England there was 
a 
constitution, but it consisted In. 
grants of right to the people from the 
government. 
The colonies were gov- 
erned by 
charters 
granted 
by the 
crown. 
These charters were consti- 
tutions. 
"When the colonies threw off 
the crown, they threw off the charters 
and stood free and Independent of all 
authority. 
They then drew up their 
own form of government and fixed It 
in a written constitution. 
Thus the 
colonies reversed the old order of con- 
stitution and instead of making them 
a grant of rights from the government 
to the people, they became a grant of 
limited powers form the people to 
the government. 


Since that day every state In the 
union has had its constitution. In all 
cases" these constitutions were made 
by the people's representatives chosen 
for the purpose 
and 
practically all 
have been adopted by the direct vote 
of the people. 


The example of written constitu- 
tions In America spread all over the 
world and practically every civilized 
country now has a written constitu- 
tion. 
In monarchial countries these 
constitutions are grants of rights to 
the people from the rulers. In demo- 
cratic countries the constitution Is the 
people's lav,', which controls every act 
of the rulers, and the very existence 
of the rulers themselves. 


Nothing further need be said to In- 
dicate the great importance of con- 
stitution making than thus to point 
out the place of the constitution In 
our political system. 
Since it Is the 
people's supreme law. It needs to be 
framed with great wisdom, far-sight- 
ed vision and the widest Information 
gleaned from the experience of pop- 
ular 
government 
throughout 
the 
world.

Glass Platsa Replace Films. 


Glass plates, readily printed from 
negatives, are being used In place of 
expensive films, in producing motloa 
pictures for the home. 
In the Bettlal, 
apparatus, about 600 small views i|re 
contained in rows on a single plate 5 
by 8 Inches in size, and such a plate 
replaces 70 or 80 feet of film. The 
lens is moved mechanically along the 
rows, at each end that change from 
one row to the next is made without 
flicker. 
A continuous succession of 
plates may be passed through, and the 
change from plate to plate is made au* 
tomatically without lAterruptiou of the 
scenes thrown upon the screen. In a 
still simpler apparatus, the views arsj 
printed spirally upon noninflamraable 
disks of cellnloldlike material, each se- 
ries being limited to the capacity of 
one disk or record.

April 5.—Repre- 
sentative Miller, of Minnesota, repub- 
lican member of the foreign affaiis 
committee, sprung a sensation during 
discussion of the war re.solution in the 
house today by declaring that an un- 
published paragraph of the Zimmer- 
mann note offered to establish a sub- 
marine base in a Mexican port, supply 
Mexico with unlimited quantities of 
a r m s and ammunition and send Ger- 
man reservists in the United States to 
Mexico. 


RepresentaUve 
Miller f u r t h e r said 
lie understood three German schooners 
had landed on the western coast of 
Mexico and that Villa was surrounded 
by German officers 
who 
had taken 
charge of the drilling of his men. 
Re- 
liable information, he said, also was 
that the Carranza a r m y was ''not m u c h 
better." 


It has been understood but 
never 
officially announced that the full text 
of the Zimmermann 
instructions 
to 
German 
Minister von Eckhardt 
was 
not published with the main portion 
which reviewed the attempt to ally 
Mexico and .Japan in war against the 
United States. 
Members of the foreign 
affairs committee in congress, however, 
had been supplied with the full text 
and with otlicr evidences of German 
intrigues against this government.

McGaw, the m e m b e r s of this c h u r c h 
concluded to move f r o m their quar- 
ters on Calhoun and Holman streets, 
and rebuild on the south side. 
At t h a t 
time there was but a small congrega- 
tion and the «tep •was momentous and 
heroic. 
However, the move was m a d e 
and a 
twenty-five 
thousf^nd dollar 
church was erected a t the corner of 
Harrison and Tabêr Streets, In w h a t 
is now a beautiful residence section 
of the city. 


The membership was able to assume 
only between ten or eleven thousand 
dollars of the cost of the new property 
and for a n u m b e r of years, was weigh- 
ed down with a heavy mortgage and 
the accompanying interest which pre- 
sented an annual problem. 


After several years, during 
which 
comparatively 
little 
progress 
was 
m a d e in reducing the principal of t h e 
loan, the trustees of the church. In 
conjunction with t h é pastor a t 
t h a t 
time. Rev. F r a n k M. Fox, In 1910 con- 
ducted a successful campaign for the 
raising of the mortgage. 
This 
was 
accomplished through the medium of 
flve-year 
notes, of sixty dollars each, 
payable in semi-annual installments of 
six dollars with interest.

gage of some thirteen thousand 
dol- 
lars.

of the notes had been taken up and 
finally 
in October, 1916, a new cÉm- 
palgn was Inaugurated by the trus- 
tees, pledges being taken Covering t h e 
balance then remaining, $1,190, these 
pledges e.xtending over, the six m o n t h s 
ending In March of this year. 
The 
membership responded 
loyally 
and 
genrously so that the result of this 
final 
movement is the settlement of 
the mortgage and the document, once 
so formidable, will be burned Friday 
night a t the 
annual 
congregational 
meeting at eight o'clock. 


A fitting ceremony will be observed 
in connection with the burning of the 
mortgage and the occasion will be one 
of deepest satisfaction and .loy to the 
entire membership, due not only to 
the lifting of the load, but also the 
realization of definite accomplishment. 


Rev, Fox, to whose leadership much 
credit Is due for this success, will be 
on hand to take part in the service.

Compulsory Enlistments to 
Be Resorted to if 
Necessary. 


Washington, April 5.—Plans for rais- 
ing an army were discussed at the capi- 
tol today by Secretary Baker and Chair- 
man Chamberlain, of the senate military 
committee. It was agreed to expedite the 
regular army appropriation bill and the 
new administration army bill immedi- 
ately after the house passes the war res- 
olution. 
The new army bill has been 
submitted to Senator Chamberlain and 
Chairman Dent, of the house committee, 
and will be introduced in both houses, 
probably tomorrow. 
The principal pro- 
visions for raising the neW army follow: 
Immediate recruiting of the regular army 
and n'ational guard units into federal 
service. 
Compulsory enlistment to re- 
cruit both tlie regular army and national 
guard to their full war strcngtli, if vol- 
untary enlistment» are not sufficient. 


Increase of the present authorized war 
strength of the regular army and na- 
tional guard by about 25 per cent to 
provide an armed force at once of about 
one million men, by compulsory sen-ice 
if voluntary recruiting fails. 


Increase by compulsory recruiting in 
increments, to about 2,000,000 men with- 
in two years. 


All new cnlistment.s, it is 
planned, 
shall be for the term of the war with 
Germany. 


Use of the new officers reserve corps 
in the additional units and for training 
purposes also is plaaned.

TOUCHED BY A 


FOOD SHORTAGE 


Rome, April 5.—The world's food 
crop is deficient and the situation is 
becoming alarming, according to David 
I^ubin, American representative to the 
international institute of agriculture. 
Mr. Lubin is here to report the facts 
to President Wilson and is urging th« " 
imperative necessity of mobilization o£ 
American agricultural resources. 


To a correspondent of The Associat- 
ed Press Mr. Lubin said: 


"For the flrat tim ein many years , 
there exists a deficiency in the supply - 
of corn, wheat, rye, barley and oats, ~ 
estimated at a total 
of 
130,000,000 
bushels less than the normal require- . 
ments for countries open to trade. The » 
situation is worse than was expected » 
last October. The institute's reports in- " 
dicated then a surplus of more t h a n t 
enough to feed the world until A u g u s t « 
of this year, when the new crops be- * 
gin to come in. 


"We must profit by Europe's expSri- . 
ence before meal tickets become neces- 
sary. 
We can avoid high prices by 
the elimination of waste, by the grow- 
ing of more food and also by effectiv» _ 
organization of our food supply, which 
is more Important than getting men 
into the army."

both his wings were being driven back 
General Foch launched a terrific at 
tack aeninst the Herman center, which 
waa completely successful and forccc 
the entire German hna into a general 
retreat. Hurling his men through the 
gap incautiously exposed by his retir- 
ing foe. General Foch delivered the 
decisive blow of the tremendous con- 
flict. Subsequently he was given com- 
mand of a group of armies and pro- 
moted to grand officer of the Legion 
of Honor.

If all the people of a state could 


come together to conduct the common 
business, to make laws, execute laws 
and Interpret laws, there would be no 
need of a constitution, because the 
people would do the work of govern- 
ment themselves. Since they cannot 
come together, but must depend upon 
representatives. It Is necessary that 
the people lay down the principal 
rules which are to guide their repre- 
sentatives and to declare that certain 
things shall or shall not be done by 
them. 


The constitution Is this declaration 


by the people. It controls legislatures, 
executi/es, courts, cities, towns, coun- 
ties and townships. It Is the supreme 
law of the people made by themselves. 
It sets up the main parts of the ma- 
chinery of government and tell* what 
legislatures, 
executives and courts 


may or may not do. Nothing can be 
done contrary to It by any official and 
when It defines a way to do anything 
that thing must b« done In that way, 
because any act In violation of the 
constitution Is void. 


The constitution of a club or society 


is the simplest form of constitution. 
The members of the society either, 
by themselves or by specially chosen 
committees, draw up a constitution 
which makes the general form of or- 
ganization and government of the 
club. Thl* Is the supreme law of the 
club and cannot be changed except by 
the members of the club. Clubs also 
have a set of by-laws which are made 
and changed by the club or by Its of- 
ficers from time to time. 


The constitution of the club cor- 


responds to the constitution of the 
state; the by-laws correspond to the 
acts of the legislature. The constitu- 
tion Is made by the members of the 
club and In the case of the state by 
the members of the state—the people. 
The by-laws are made and changed 
by the officer* of the club and In the 
case of the state by tb« legislature. 
The constitution Is, therefore, tho 
higher law. It may be made only by 
the people themselves acting through 
a specially appointed representative. 
It cannot be changed except by the 
special approval of the people. Hence 
It ought to be only that part of the 
law which Is permanent and not 
changeable. That which Is subject to 
frequent change* belong* to the by- 


About the Constitution. 


United States Senator Robert Marion LaFollette, of Wisconsin, 


Wood in the chamber of the senate yesterday to denounce his country 
ud offer a defense of the German government's acts of aggression 
Egainst tie nation whose lawmaker he is. The general substance of 
his opposition to American defense was expected and had been dis- 
counted. That he would choose to place himself as the apologist and 
defender of his country's enemies and to align himself with them was 
not to be expected. Senator LaFollctte brings himself into the gaze 
of the nation as a man who under circumstances will bear watching. 
He is out of tune with the spirit of the people; hostile to the measures 
that the country must take for the defense of its honor and assurance 
of its security. It is one thing to stand as the conscientious antagonist 
of war; another thing to stand as the partisan and defender of a gov- 
; eminent against which we must wage war. The Wisconsin senator 
takes an unqualified position of hostility to his own government and 
people. By that he must be estimated and judged. 


Let it be noted that of ninety-two senators who voted for the reso- 


lution declaring a state of war to exist between the United States and 
Cterajany, Bobert M. LaFollette was one of a paltry half dozen that 
stood in opposition. So far, therefore, as the senate of the United 
States can be held to have spoken for the people of America, Senator 
LaFollette and the five men who joined him in their patriotic devotion 
to the nation and its government can be said to speak for a negligible 
minority. And, allowing for an element sparse in numbers and gov- 
erned by sentiments less American than German, and for the few in- 
sane peace-at-any-price pacifists, do they speak for any minority at 
all?.' They cannot set up and support any claim that they speak the 
sentiments of thedr own states. Senator Husting, LaFollette's col- 
league, voted for the resolution. Senator Williams, Vardaman's col- 
league, voted for the resolution. Senator Eeed, Stone's colleague, 
voted for the resolution. 
Senator McCumber, Gronna's colleague, 


yoted for the resolution. Senator Hitchcock, Norris' colleague, voted 
for the resolution. The six states of Wisconsin, Mississippi, Missouri, 
Oregon, North Dakota and Nebraska, represented in the opposition 
to the war declaration, were spoken for by division. LaFollette can- 
not assert greater claim to voice the spirit of Wisconsin than Senator 
Husting. Stone has no higher commission to speak for Missouri than 
Heed, Vardaman to speak for Mississippi than Williams, Lane to 
(peak for Oregon than Chamberlain, Gronna to speak for North Da- 
kota than MeCumber, Norris to speak for Nebraska than Hitchcock, 


As President Wilson declared, following the death of the armed 


neutrality bill by filibuster in the senate during the closing hours of 
the last congress, the members of "this little group of wilful men"— 
now reduced by half—"represented no opinions but their own." It 
was the honor of Senator Hitchcock, who comes from the same Ne- 
braska that Norris comes, to deliver the opening statement to the 
senate on the war resolution and to urge it with the force and ferver 
of a great eloquence. It was the freely chosen duty of Senator Wil- 
liams, who comes from the same Mississippi that sends the unspeak- 
able Vardaman, to administer to the disloyalties of LaFollette's speech 
the stinging and accusing rebu£e they merited. It is the great and 
patriotic part of Senator Chamberlain, who hails from Lane's own 
Oregon, not only to support the resolution, but to father the vast mea- 
sures that are to provide this nation at length with adequate and 
proper means of defense, not only in this emergency but all emer- 
"gencies. 


For whom stand they—these short sixes, these "wilful men" who 


represent their own opinions, let us credit them, though an ascription 
of worse motive might easily be provoked—and for whom do they 
speak in this hour of trial and danger ? Other men in the senate are 
on principle opposed to any war, but they have not attempted to set 


|L\ their private views and opinions above the honor and safety of their 


7country. LaFollette and his associates stand upon a had eminence in

I up a form 
of 
government for the 


stats constating of a legislative, exe- 
cutive and judicial department, de- 
clare who ha* th« 'right to vote and 
then rat forth some of the things 
which cannot b« done by official*. 
The people, Jealous of their right*, 
fearing that officials might sometimes 
go wrong, declare that certain things 
may not be done. The people, for In- 
stance, will not tolerate Interference 
with religious freedom; they will not 
permit a man'* house to be searched 


without a warrant; or permit a man's 
life, liberty or property to be taken 
except by fair trial and judgment 


To guide their representatives the 


people declare In the constitution that 
certain things may be done and put 
the duty upon legislatures to pass cer- 
tain laws. 


In affect the constitution Is a grant 


of power from the people to the gov- 
ernment All political power In this 
country rests In the people and they 
delegate In the constitution that part 
of their power which they are willing 
to trust to their officials. 


The constitution as wa know It, or- 


iginated In thl* country In th* time of 
the revolution. In England there was 


constitution, but It consisted In 


grant* of right to the people from the 
government 
The colonies were gov- 


erned by charters granted by the 
crown. Thes* charter* were consti- 
tutions. When the colonies threw off • 
the crown, they threw off the charters 
and stood free and Independent of all 
authority. They then drew up their 
own form of government and fixed It 
In a written constitution. 
Thus the 


colonies reversed the old order of con- 
stitution and Instead of making them 
a grant of tights from the government 
to the people, they became a grant of 
limited powers form the people to 
the government 


Since that day every state In the 


union has had Its constitution. In all 
cases these constitutions were made 
by the people's representatives chosen 
for the purpose and practically all 
have been adopted by th« direct vote 
of the people. 


The example of written constitu- 


tions in America spread all oxer the 
world and practically every civilized 
country now ha* a written constitu- 
tion. In monarchlal countries these 
constitutions are grants of rights to 
the people from the ruler*. In demo- 
cratic countries the constitution 1* the 
people's law. which controls every act 
of the ruler*, and the very existence 
of the rulers themselves. 


Nothing further need be said to In- 


dicate the great importance of con- 
stitution making than thus to point 
out the place of the constitution In 
our political system. Since It Is the 
people'* niprame law, it needs to be 
framed with great wisdom, far-sight- 
ed vision and the widest Information

PATKIOTISM AT WARSAW. 


Flags Are Unfurled From Every Bus- 


iness House. 


Warsaw, Ind.. April 5.—Patriotism 


IB everywhere in evidence here. Flags 
have ben unfurled from e\'ery business 
house and 
nearly 
every residence. 


School children on Tuesday joined In 
demonstrations as flags were raised. 
Hundreds gathered outside the build- 
ings and sang 
patriotic 
songs and 


stood with bared heads as Old Glory 
was raised. Warsaw Elks at a spe- 
cial meeting passed a resolution fav- 
oring'vigorous and unrelenting war on 
Germany, pledging support to Presi- 
dent Wilson and urging universal mili- 
tary training. The resolution contain- 
ed a bitter arraignment of the German 
government and Its allies, referring to 
the German emperor as "that am- 
bitious Hohenzollern." who has en- 
listed under his "bloddy banner the 
degenerate Hapsburg and the murder- 
ous Turk." The Kosciusko Rifle club, 
which holds membership in the Na- 
tional Rifle association and which op- 
erates under the direct control of the 
war department, has been reorganized 
with the following officers: President,

The Missourian was a ship of 7,194 


tons gross. 6,077 tons register. 
She 


was built in 1904 at Sparrows Point, 
Marylandn, and was first named the 
Missouri. 
For many years she was 


engaged in New York-Panama trade, 
being designed chiefly for Panama ca- 
nal service, and was transferred to the 
Atlantic trade shortly after the begin- 
ning of the European war. She was 
for a time in the service of the United 
States government, having been taken 
over as a transport shortly after Gen- 
eral Funston was sent to Vera Cruz 
in 1914.
